Sunset Cox has just retusned from a 
European trip. He puts the Nihilist 
business in a nutshell. Russia is in a 
very bad condition, arising from the 
want of an industrial and self-sup- 

‘porting society. The Government has 
picked out persons in every province 
in Russia and educated them 
thoroughly, given them fine technical 
educations, for its war purposes, in the 
engineering schools, in the languages, 
su as to make-them acconiplished tools 
of the Car. Now these men have no 
occupation in Russia after they are ed - 
ucated. There is literally nothing to 
do where they reside. They have no 
business experience. Consequently 
they become Nihilists. Nihilism io 
Russia is the effervescence of the in- 
tellect demanding more and better in- 
stitutions than naked despotism; de- 
manding a career, congevial occupation, 
freedom of speech and of action; in 
short, its education detesting abso- 
lutism and idleness, The common 
people of Russia are devoted to the 
Czar. They call him father. The 
cabman that drove us round, the la- 
borers, all the bottom stratum of so- 
ciety, are loyal to the soul, and will 
kill a man if he saysanything against 
_ their holy and dread master, the Czar. 
But these educated, unflinching Nihil- 
ists mean to transform that society to 
the likeness of Europe and America, 
or to or with it. 


A Loss TO THE CHURCH, 


Bishop Lynch, of of the Oatholic 
Church, one of the noblest of men and 
Christians, died in Charleston, 8. C., a 
few days siuce. Bishop Lynch's life 
was full of good deeds. He left di- 
rections with regard to his burial, 
which, if fellowed, would do away 
with much vulgar-and extravagant 
show.

I wish to 
sink quietly into the grate, hoping an 
able Bishop will take my place und 
correct my nianifold. errors. I depre- 
cate all costliness of display, but I do 
entreat my clergy aften and. often to 
offer up the holy sacrifice of the mass 
tor the repose of my soul.”

: New Ox.Leans, March 11. 

The New Orleans, and St. 
Louis Railroad is again submerged 
and impassable in. the neighborbood of 
Water Valley.

Secretary Lincola sends 20,000 ra- 
tions to Memphis for Tennessee suf.

Orders 
have been received to stop the sale of 
tickets to points west of that city for 
36 hours. The necessary repairs to 
the roads can be made in eight or ten 
hours after the water subsides. 
Lirt_e Rock, March 11. 

Lieutenant Vedden, of the United 
States Army says of the flood, that he 
does not see how anything so appall- 
ing could be exagerated. The river is 
higher than it has ever before been 
knowo, Four thousand people in 
Desha and five thousand in Chicot 
counties need supplies. As to the 
appropriation necessary, he believed 
$40,000 would be necessary. Peopie 
will be in just as bad condition when 
the water goes down as they are now. 
The Government will have to take 
care of then at least 90 days, and will 
have to assist in putting in their crops. 
After the crops are planted they can 
obtain supplies in the usual way—by 

mortgages. He has made a report to 
this effect to the War Department and 
returued to Memphis.

The Act of 
1804 was amended. in 1870 so 
that the revised statote reads thus: 
“The provisions of this bill shall ap- 
ply to aliens ef African nativity aud 
to persons of African decent!“ In 
1875, when additional ameodments to 
the naturalization laws were under 
consideration, attention being called 
to the fact thatthe statue, a8 it stood, 
would authorize the naturalization of 
Asiatics, the section was amended 80 
as to read: “The provisions <¢f — 
shall apply to aliens being 
white persons, and to aliens of African 
nativity, aud to persons of African de- 
cent.” There are at least two de- 
cisions under this statute adverse to 
the application of natives of Chios for 
naturalization papers. Ode was given 
by United States Cirouit Judge Saw- 
yer, ot California, in 1878, and one by 
Judge Choate ia the United States 
Circuit Court of New York in 1879. 
As anative of China is not a free 
white person, or cf African nativity, 
or of African decent, it is difficult to 
tind where Commissioner Shields gets 
his authority to issue the naturaliza- 
tion papers to such person. 


Sergeant Mason's Sentence. 


New York, March 11. 


The finding of the Court Martial of 
Sergeant Mason, who shot at Guiteau 
last September, was made public yes- 
terday by an order issued by General 
IIancock, from the Headquarters of 
the Department of the East, at Govy- 
ernor’s Island. The court martial 
finds him guilty, and pronounces the | 
sentence as follows: To be dishovor- 
ably discharged from the service of 
the United States, with Joss of all pay 
and aliowance now due, br to become 
due to him, and then to be confined at 
hard labor in such penitentiary as the 
proper authorities may direct, for 
eight years. The order issued yester- 
day states that the findings have been 
approved, abd that the sentence will 
be duly executed.” The penitentiary 
at Albany is desiguated as the place 
of Mason's confinement. He is now 
at Washington, and willbe held there 
until- further orders. The selection of 
Albany penitentlary as the place of 
imprisonment for Mason is subject to 
the approval of the Secretary of War.
